GSR. 553(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 48 of the Life Insurance 
Corporation Act, 1956 (31 of 1956), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules to 
further amend the Life Insurance Corporation of India Employees (Pension) Rules, 1995, 
(hereinafter referred to as "the said rules") namely:- 

I. Short title, commencement and application : 

1) These rules may be called the Life Insurance Corporation of India Employees 
(Pension) Amendment Rules, 2000. 

2) Save as otherwise provided hereinafter, the provisions of these rules shall be 
deemed to have come into force on the first day of August, 1997. 

3) These rules shall be applicable to those employees who were in the whole-time 
salaried service in the permanent establishment of the Corporation as on 1.8.1997 
and those who have joined the whole-time salaried service in the permanent 
establishment of the Corporation after that date. 

2 . In the said rules, - 

(i) in rule 36, after clause(b), the following clause shall be inserted, namely;- 

"(c) rupees 1,100/- per month in respect of employees belonging to Class-I, Class-II, 
Class-Ill and Class-lV, who have retired or died on or after the first day of 
August, 1997; 

(d) in case of any wage revision in future the amount of minimum pension payable to 
an employee shall be determined by the Corporation corresponding to the index 
to which the scale is linked”; 

(ii) In Appendix-lV, after para 3, the following paras shall be inserted, namely:- 

"3(A) In case of employees who have retired or died on or after the 1 day of August 
1997, the dearness relief shall be payable for every rise or to be recoverable for 
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every fall, as the case may be, of every 4 points over 1740 points in the quarterly 
Average Consumer Price Index for Industrial Workers in the series of 1960=100. 
Such increase or decrease in dearness relief for every said 4 points shall be at the 
rate of 0.23 percent of the Basic Pension; 

(3B) In case of any wage revision in future the rate of dearness relief payable to an 
employee shall be determined by the Corporation corresponding to the index to 
which the scale is linked”; 

(iii) In Ap|>endix-V, after para (c) but before the Notes, the following para shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

"(d) In respect of employees retired on or after 1** August, 1997, the rate of ordinary 
family pension shall be as under;-

Upto Rs.4,360/- 

30 percent of the "Pay" shall be the basic 
family pension plus 30 percent of the

G. S. R. 555(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 48 of the Life Insurance Corporation Act, 
1956 (31 of 1956), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules to further amend the Life Insurance 
Corporation of India (Special Area Allowance) Rules, 1988, (hereinafter referred to as “the said rules”) namely 


1. Short title, commencement and application ;— 

(1) These rules may be called the Life Insurance Corporation of India (Special Area Allowance) Amendment 
Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of August, 1997. 

(3) These rules shall be applicable to all employees who were in the whole time salaried service in the 
permanent establishment of the Corporation as on 1-8-1997. 

Provided that the employees whose resignation had been accepted or whose services had been terminated 
during the period from 1-8-97 and the date of publication of this notification in the ftfficial Gazette shall 
not be eligible for arrears on account of revision. 

2. In the said rules, for rule 2 the following shall be substituted namely ;— 

“2. Speical Area Allowance : 


An employee who is posted to any of the Special Areas set out in column 1 of the Table below shall be paid 
Special Area Allowance at the rate specified in the corresponding entry in column 2 of the said Table : 

Provided that if at any of tlie places mentioned in column 1 of the said Table, Hill Allowance is payable in 
terms of Rule 7A of the Life Insurance Corporation of India Class-I Officers (Revision of Tenns and 
Conditions of Service) Rules, 1985 or Rule 7A of the Life Insurance Corporation of India Development 
Officers (Revision of Terms and Conditions of Service) Rules, 1986 or Rule 11 of the Life Insurance 
Corporation of India Class-Ill and Class-IV Employees (Revision of Terms and Conditions of Service) 
Rules. 1985, the employee shall be paid the Special Area Allowance, as specified herein, or the Hill 
Allowance, as specified in any of the aforesaid relevant rules, whichever is higher : 


Provided further that if the Special Areas Allowance or the aggregate of the Special Area Allowance and 
the Hill Allowance payable to an employee immediately preceding the 1st day of August, 1997 was higher 
than the Special Area Allowance specified, herein, he shall continue to draw the highdr of the two amounts 
till such date as the Special Area Allowance payable under these rules equals to or is higher than the 
Special Area Allowance, or, as the case may be the aggregate of the Hill Allowance and Special Area 
Allowance so drawn by him : 


Provided also that an employee belonging to Class-II may indicate, within 30 days of the publication of 
these rules, that the Special Area Allowance payable for the period commencing from the 1st day of 
August, 1997 and ending on the last day of the month immediately preceding the publication of these 
rules, shall form part of his ad hoc annual remuneration and annual remuneration of the relevant ap¬ 
praisal years.
